What was described ‘by Attorney 
General Cross as one of the most im- 
portant bills to have come up before 
any Legislature in Canada was in- 
troduced to the House at the brief 
session of yesterday afternoon by 
Hon. Mr. Cross, in moving the second 
reading of an Act respecting Agree- 
ments for Sale of Chattels, 

The biil, which consists of only one 
clause, provides that in any action 
arising out of or in connection with 
an order, contract. or agreement for 
the purchase or delivery of any chat- 
tel, no condition, covenant, agreement 
or stipulation on the part of the pur- 
chaser being collateral to the main 


purposes of the order, contract or 
agreement shall be valid and binding 
upon the purchaser, notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary in the order, 
contract or agreement contained, un- 
less such condition, coyenant, agree. 
ment or stipulation is in the opinion 
of the court before which the action 
is tried just and reasonable under ail 
the circumstances. 
Most Imnortant Bill, 

The Attorney General said in his 
speech that in this bill he was bring- 
ing to the attention of the House one 
of the most important to have come 
before either this Legislature or any 
other insCanada. It had a special 
interest, especially to Western Can- 
ada, owing to its rapid development, 
Its purpose was to remedy certain 
grievances that existed in Alberta for 
some time and in other parts of 
Canada for many years. The govern- 
ment was now bringing in a remedy 
for an evil which should be abated as 
rapidly as possible. 

Agriculture was the most, important 
industry in the province and when 
people were being invited from other 
parts of the world Alberta had. and 
would continue to have a population 
who should be protected when legisla- 
tion would protect them. The bill 
being introduced dealt largely with 
the saie of agricultural implements, 
such as threshing mills, steam 
ploughs, sewing machines and other 
similar classes of is. 

Read. 


Many very intelligent business men, 
not alone in farming lines, but in 
other businesses, seidom read the 
lengthy clauses in those agreements 
of sale. The Attorney General pro- 
duced a copy of an agreement such as 
he referred to and pointed out that 
it contained a large amount of small 
type, which was not read by one in 
five hundred, and if read was not un- 
derstood by one in a thousand, | 

The common law said that the ven- 
dor should supply the purchaser with 
a guaraniee that the articie was effi- 
cient and workable, It was often 
found, however, that the article sold 
was not efficient, but defective in- 
steed, and litigation was the result. 
Then the purchaser found himeelf the 
defendant in a legal suit and the argu- 
ment set up that the purchaser did 
not comply with the conditions of the 
contract. These conditions were often 
impossible of being carried out, as 
sometimes a farmer in Western Can- 
ada was required to give notice inside 
of: five days of a defect. The resuit 
was that the judge was frequently re- 
quired to give judgment reluctantly 
against the purchaser.

Petition Circulated Among the Me 
Who Bring Their Produce to Ed- 
monton, is Largely Signed—Calls 
for Removal of Produce Market 
to Haymarket Site. 


The farmers who bring their pro- 
duce to market in Kdmonton are of 
one oinion with regard to the loca- 
tion of the new market building. A 
petition has been in circulation among 
them for several days past which wall 
be presented to the city council at 
its meeting next Tuesday, requesting 
that in the event of the present hay 
market being removed the whole farm 
produce market be removed as well. 

The petitioners point out that both 
vendors and purchasers of hay gen- 
erally want to deal in other products 
and state that in their opinion it 
would serve the best interests of @!!

ket for other farm produce in one and 
the same place. The petition is at 
present in the hands of W. E. Grier- 
son, clerk of the market scales, 

It was started on Saturday last oy 
John Govenlock, of Ellerslie, and has 
been signed by every farmer to whom 
it has been ypt presented. Forty-three 
signatures have so far been attached. 


SELLING AGENCY FOR LUMBER. 


B.C. Association Has Completed New 
Organization—Travellers Dispens: 
ed With. 


Vancouver, B.C7,~Féb. 18.—Various 
mills embraced in the membership 
of the British Columbia Lumber end 
Shingle Manufacturerz’ Association, 
With possibly one exception, have 
just completed the organization of a 
selling agency to act as brokers, 
Ivan D. Smith, formerly purchasing 
agent here for Mason & Gordon, of 
Montreal, has been placed in charge, 
The effect of the new arrangement 
has been the etirement of a .score or 
more of travliing representatives oi 
the various mills. A number of 
them, however, have been transferred 
to the sevice of the new agency and 
will act in a similar capacity, The 
new move will have the effect ® driv: 
ing out of business local brokers, who 
placed orders'here for customers in 
the prairie provinces. The demand 
for lumber continues very brisk, and 
in some instances weeks elapse, it is 
said, before orders for certain lines 
could be filled.

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PLANS PRESENTED 
FOR NEW COLLEGE 


University Senate Discussed Many 
Important Questions at Their 
Meeting Yesterday. 


The senate of the University of Al- 
berta yesterday held one of the anost 
important meetings since ita inaug- 
uration, The attendance was ‘large, 
there being only two or three absen- 
tees, and the members were in ses- 
sion all day with only a short interval 
for Juncheon at noon. The newly 
elected member of the board, Mr. 
Diékson, of Macleod, was introduced 
to the other members by Chancellor 
Stuart. 

The big question that occupied most 
of the time of the session was the 
consideration of the draft of the new 
university bill, Its clauses were all 
discussed and a numbgr of suggested 
changes were recommended to the 
government, 

New Board of Governors. 

One of the most important provi- 
sions was that appointing a board of 
governdrs to look after the business 
of the university. Similar boards are 
now in existence in all the darger un- 
iversifiies, thte underlying pvrindip >: 
being that the senate shall have con- 
trol of the matters of education while 
to the governors shall fall the con- 
trol of the finances and other busi- 
Ness affairs. It will be w body inde 
pendent of the senate. but on various 
questions of administration the two 
will consult. 

Plans of Residence Building. 

The plans for the residence ‘build- 
ing to be erected west of the arts 
building were considered and approv- 
of. It is the intention to have this 
structure ready for occupation next 
fall and it will be utilized for classes 
tiM the more pretentious structure is 
ready for use. 

The new calendar setting out the 
courge of study as prepared by the 
feculfy was submitted and approved 
of. Dr. Tory states that it will show 
considerable expansion in the work 
over that of the past two years. 

New Alberta College Plans. 

The plana of the new Alberta college 
were presented and approved, 

The purpose of the Alberta college 
board is tp erect a building, plans of 
which are ‘being prepaved by H. iA. 
Mageoon, to accommodate one hundred 
students and provide for six élass 
rooms and necessary offices on the 
ground floor. 

The building will be built of pres- 
sad ibrick with stone trimmings. It 
will ba five storeys with vasement, 
the filth storey being used as an as- 
sembly fall. The main building will 
be 165x44 with rear wing 44x63, and 
will cost $100,000.

Mayor Lee and Commissioner Butch- 
art were interviewed yesterday on the 
question of the retention of the mar- 
ket square for a civie square, Both 
of them held up two hands in favor 
of the proposal. : 

Need Large City Hall. 

“There are few cities in America,” 
said Mayor Lee, “which have as fine 
a square,as ours. The city hall of 
the future will necessarily oe larger 
than the city halt in any city the size 
of Edmonton on the continent. A 
large building is made necessary by 
the fact that Edmonton operates prac- 
tienally all her publie utilities, and re- 
quires aceonwnodation for a large 
nundber of departure ata, 

“I have nothing to say on the ques- 
tion of the proposal to remove the 
produce market to the site of the Fay 
market on First street. The opinion 
ot the farmers oi the Edmonton dis- 
trict who are the most vitally interest- 
ed in the location of the markets 
should be a factor in influencing the 
ratepayers as to Where the market 
shall be. The farmers have stated 
that it is most desirable that the pro- 
duce and hay market should be to- 
gether. Should the ratepayers decide 
to retain the market in its present 
site I do net know that we should be 
justified in recommending a detinite 
policy of retaining the present equare 
for a civie square.” 

Commissioner Butchart's Opinion. 

Commissioner Butehart expressed a 
similar opinion. He was even oppos- 
ed to committing himself to the sug- 
gestion that the Carnegie library 
should oceupy a corner of the square, 

“The property has a frontage on 
Rice street of 450 feet and is about 
320 feet deep. The city hall Edmon- 
ton will require in the near future will 
be a building at least 150 feet wide by 
100 feet deep. My idea is that it 
should occupy the centre of the square 
and be surrounded by grounds that 
could be called grounds and which 
would enhance its appearance, I 
think it would be a mistake to mar 
the square by the erection of a market 
building in the rear of the city hall. 

“In Winnipeg at the present time 
the city hall and market are ceombin- 
ed, The result is that while the city 
ataff hes outgrown the aeccommoda- 
tion of the city hall, it is impossib'e 
to erect an addition té that building, 
the market occupying fully half the 
square. “The engineering department 
and the asesssment department have 
already been crowded out of the city 
hall. Apart from this the bustle and 
noise and dirt connected with a mar- 
ket are objectionable when viewed 
from the standpoint of beauty, and 
if Edmonton builds a city hall worthy 
of the city, it will be o? an architec. 
tuval excellence which it would be a 
shame to mar by the location of a 
market building in the vicinity.” 

It is not unlikely that provision will 
be maile in the policy to be laid down 
by the city commissioners that new 
buildings erected on the streets fac 
ing the square shall be of a certain 
cluss. This can be régulated by plac. 
ing the square in the first-class fire 
district, and making it compulsory to 
build no structure of leas than two 
storeys high.

DISAGREEMENT OVER 
BASIS OF PAYMENT 


Post Office is Prevented From In- 
augurating Adequate Delivery Ser- 
vice by Insistence of Street Rail- 
way Depa-tment that Postmen 
Should be Paid for Monthly, In- 
stead of Yearly. 


Dissatisfaction with the mail de- 
livery service in Edmonton is wide 
spread, For some time past the post 
office authorities and the officials of 
the street railway have been at log- 
gerheads over the transportation «f 
the mail carriers on the etreet cars, 
Superintendent Taylor and the com- 
missioners demand «a monthly settle. 
ment for this privilege. The post office 
department refuses to accept their 
terms and holds out for settlement on 
the yearly basis customary in all de- 
livery contracts gf the post office de- 
partment. Meanwhile there is no de- 
livery to Norwood or to the Groat 
estate, and the down-town district is 
served with an inadequate single de- 
livery where it might as well have 
three deliveries each weekday. “oe 
postmen walk with their burden «f 
mail matter from the central office 
to the various points of delivery and 
letters and papers are thus greatly 
delayed in transit. The inconvenience 
to the general public is much more 
real than that arising from the clos- 
ing of the central office to box .old- 
ers on Sunday. 

The commissioners claim that the 
rearly icarrying contract would ‘ba 
unfair to the street railway, as ‘n 
some cases men added to the post 
office staff would be carried an entire 
year before the post office department 
would be required to pay for them. 
The commissioners have written the 
department offering them the terms 
of the monthly system of payment.

BEEF TRUST INDICTED. 


Charged With Conspiring to Raise 
Prices of Food Stuffs. 


New York, Feb, 18.—The beef trust 
directors, with the exception of one, 
were indicted for conspiracy by the 
grand jury of Hudson County, sitting 
in Jersey City. The indictment is 
not based upon any new anti-trust or 
upon any old one drawn to correct 
the trust evil, butupon the old com- 
mon law of conspiracy. This law has 
been upheld by the highest court of 
the state and is epitomized in the 
expression that “it is a crime to do 
a lawful thing in an unlawful man- 
ner, or to do an uniawful thing in a 
lawful manner.” 

The indictment 1s against every 
director of the National Packing Com- 
pany with the exception of Kenneth 
K. McLaren. The punishment is 
three years in state prison or $1,000 
fine or both, 

The reason for the failure to indict 
McLaren, it was stated, wes that he 
was merely cepresentative and was 
tiot supposed to have had any part in 
the fixing of the prices of food stuffs, 
The indictment charges that the de- 
fendants conspired to raise the price 
of foodstuffs by putting them in cold 
storage and releasing them from time 
to time.

Senate on Insurance Bill. 

The Senate committee on banking 
and commerce, dealing with the in. 
surance bill ,today settled one of the 
most important of jhe contentiouy 
clauses of the measure, It decided to 
throw out the clause requiring a tax 
on persons who go outside of Canada 
for insurance, After discussing sec- 
tion 139, which provides that a firm 
may go outside the country for fire 
insurance by paying 16 per cent on 
the premium. Senator Dandurancé 
said there were many principles in- 
volved. The first was shall citizens 
be allowed to freely insure in un- 
licensed foreign companies ? 

On the question the committee un- 
animously answered affirmatively. 
The next one was, shall all unlicensect 
fire companies be prohibited from hav- 
ing representatives in Canada to 
solicit insurance or from. soliciting 
directly or indirectly? The committen 
gave a unanimous affirmative answer 
to this also, 

The third question was, shall a per- 
son or firm going outside oe taxed to 
a certain extent to help maintain the 
insurance department? 

Supt. Fitzgerald wanted this bat 
the committee with a very large ma- 
jority decided that there shall be no 
tax for going outside, 

The fourth question was shall the 
insured who goes outside Canada bo 
obliged to send annual returns as to 
the amount of insurance placed? ‘This 
was answered in the affirmative.

¢ Government and the Alberta and 


Putting it Into Effect, 


day of October, 1909 

Between: The Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway company, (herein- 
after called the “company”) of the first 
part: and 

His Majesty the King represented 
herein by the executive governinent of 
the Province of Al and. acting by 
the president of the council of the said 
province, (hereinafter called the ‘govern- 
ment”) of the second part: 

Whereas an act of the legislative as- 
sembly of the province of Alberta, being 
chapter 46 of the statutes of 1909, (here 
inafter referred to as the “act of incor- 
poration”) the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway company was incorpor- 
ated with power inter alia to lay out, 
construct and operate a railway with all 
convenient branches whether over or 
under six miles in length and sidings 
from Edmonton north-easterly to a point 
at or near the west end of Lac La Biche; 
thence to a point at or near Fort Mc- 
Murray and from a point in the said line 
at or near the west end of Lao La Biche 
to the easterly end thereof, with termin- 
als at the city of Edmonton and the said 
company was by said act apthorized to 
issue bonds, debentures or Ather securi- 
ties to the extent of forty thousand dol- 
lars $(40,000.00) per mile of: the railway 
(length of branches and sidings to be 
computed in making up the mileage, but 


+ mileage at Edmonton terminals to be ex- 


cluded in such computation) and to such 
extent in respect of the Edmonton ter- 
minals as the company mf&ht deem ad- 
visable. 

And whereas by another act of the 
said legislative assembly, being chapter 
16, of the statues of 1909, (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the “Guarantee act’’) the 
government of Alberta was authorized 
on such terms and conditions not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of the said 
Guarantee act as might be agreed upon 
with the company to guarantee the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of 
bonds to be issued by the company under 
the authority of the said act of incor- 
poration as follows: Namely, to the x* 
tent of twenty thousand dollars per mile 
of the mileage of the lines of the com- 
pany’s railway, (length of branches and 
sidings to be computed in making up the 
mileage on which the amounts are to be 
so guaranteed but mileage at Edmonton 
terminals to be excluded in such compu- 
tation) and to the additional extent of 
the cost of such Edmonton terminals 16 
fixed and settled by the lieutenant gov:

subject to the right of the company to 
build more if it should so desire) and 
also to acquire, complete and operate the 
Edmonton terminals in accordance with 
the said acts at the cost of at least four 
hundred thousand dollars ($4000,000.00) 
subject té the right of the company to 
spend more theron if it should so desire. 

The said lines of railway shall be con- 
structed according to the specifications 
hereto attached and marked as Schedule 
“A” and the company agrees upon the 
completion of the construction of the 
road to furnish and maintain such equip- 
ment therefor as will reasonably provide 
ior the requirements of the freight and 
passenger traffic thereon. 

In all respects the said lines of rail- 
way and Edmonton trminals shall con- 
form to the provisions of the act of in- 
corporation and the Guarantee act. 

All cf the provisions of the said acts 
as to the location and construction of 
the railway shall apply to and bo deem- 
ed to form part of this contract. 

The proceeds of the said bonds shall 
be paid into a bank or banks approved 
of by the lieutenant governor in coun- 
cil to the credit of a special account in 
the naine of the treasurer of the pro- 
vince and shall be paid out to the com- 
pany from time to time upon the com- 
pletion (except as to ballast) of every 
section of ten miles of railway to the sat- 
isfaction of the lieutenant governor ‘n

The company shall, as far as practi- 
cable, construct, equip and operate the 
said line of railway with railway sup- 
plies and rolling stock of Canadian 
manufacture whenever such supplies and 
rolling stock can be secured as cheaply 
and upon as good terms in Canada as 
elsewhere, having regard to the quality 
and price among other things, unless the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council shall 
approve of the same being procured else- 
where. 

During the continuance of the said 
guarantee the books of the company 
shall at all times be open to the in- 
spection of the government. 

The Question of Labor. 

1. All mechanics, laborers and other 
persons who perform labor in the con- 
struction of the said railway shall ne 
paid such wages as are generally accept- 
ed as current for competent workmen in 
the district.in which the work is being 
performed; and if there is no current 
rate in such district, then a fair and 
reasonable rate. In the event of a dis- 
pute arising as to what is the current or 
a fair and reasonable rate, it shall be 
determined by the Lieutepant Governor 
in Council whose decision shall be final. 

2. The minimum rate of wages to be 
paid by the company for the labor of 
any employee, or the minimum rate 2f 
hire for any team employed in or about 
the works, shall be the rate specified 
by the Lieutenant Gvernor in Council 
for the same or similar class of labor as 
that in which such employee is engaged, 
or for the hire of teams respectively. 

3. The number of working hours for 
employees in the day or week shall be 
in accordance with the custom of the 
same similar trades or classes of labor 
in the district where the work is being 
carried on. To be determined in case 
of dispute by the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council, and no employee shall be ~e- 
quired to work for longer hours except 
for the’ protection of life or property, 
or in case of other emergencies, when 
the necessity therefor is confirmed by 
the chief engineer. 

4. In case any labor is required in or 
about the works for which, in the cpin- 
ion of the chief engineer, no rate is fixed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
the chief engineer or other officer auth- 
orized by him may fix the minimum 
rate of wages payable in respect thereof, 
which shall not be less than the rate of 
wages generally accepted as current for 
the competent workmen in the same or 
similar trades or class of labor in the 
district where the work is being carried 
on, 

5. The company shall file with the 
proper department a statement in dupli- 
caté, showing the rate of wages by it 
paid for the various classes of labor, and 
the hire of teams employed in and about 
the work, and, if any amounts shall then 
be due and unpaid in respect of such 
wages or hire, showing in detail the 
names of the unpaid employees, the class 
of employment, rate of wages, and such 
statements shall be attested in duplicate 
by the statutory declaration of the com- 
pany or such officer of the company as 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
approve,

DRY FARMING CONGRESS 
Papers Presented by Albertans and 
Published in Full. 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 19.—That the 
bonds of friendship between the Dom- 
inion of Canada and he United States 
weére strengthened by the participa- 
tion of many Canadians in the fourth 
Dry Farming ‘Congress at Billings, 
Mont.. in 1909, is indicated in the 
official report of the sessions, just 
issued from the offices of John IT. 
Burns, secretary-treasurer of the 9r-

3. The report, a book of 300 pages, 
contains all the papers and discus- 
sions of the international gathering, 
the subject matter being sub-divided 
and indexed by titles, addresses and 
egricultural and general subjects.

The provinces,of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan are represented among the 
officials of the Congress ,each pro-

Sheriff 
Nellis ordered back the crowd, The 
mob continued to advance despite 
shots fired on the crowd. Halliday 
was a son of a former mayor o{ Cairo, 
He died almost instantly. Five men 
fell .at the first fire. Maloney is & 
brother-in-law of the woman whose 
purse the negro stole.

Climate 


The climate of Vancouver Island approximates closely 
that of Great Britain, modified by its geographical situation. 
The proximity of the snow-capped Olympian mountains has 
a marked effect on the summer temperature, which is never 
intensely hot, while the Japan current, striking the west 
coast, brings with it moisture and heat, which temper the 
severity of the winter. The remarkable advantages Vic- 
toria enjoys over all other coast points, the small amount of 
rainfall and moderate temperature, are strikingly illustrated 
in the meteorological returns for the years 1907, 1908, and 
1909. The influence of the Japan current, and other 
factors combine to produce a result which is per- 
haps best shown by the fact that the isothermal lines 
showing highest icmperature in summer and lowest temper- 
ature in the winter, intersect at Victoria, thus demonstrating 
that it enioys the double advantage of both the ideal suim- 
mer,and ideal winter temperature. The following is a con- 
densation of the returns in question:
